ministration are to "play down" 
what is occurmg. but the news-' 
papers are certainly printing the 
facts every day 


The President at his news con- 


ference did not take exception to 
a statement that "it has seemed 
as the summer has progressed 
the vigor or some of the fever 
has gone out of the Negro dem- 
onstrations that we had around 
the eountn earlier in the year " 
Mr Kenned> was then questioned 
as to why this might ha^ come 
about and what effect ir might 
have on legislation, and he re- 
plied 


"I think it is partly because 


an awful lot of work is being 
done in the local communities by 
biracial groups, by responsible of- 
ficials, and this is true north and 
touth, east and we«t. partly be- 
cause I think the Negroes a r e 
aware that the Congress is con- 
sidering legal remedies for some 
of the difficulties that they face 
partly because the responsible Ne 
gro leadership. I think, realizes 
that this is a Jong-drown - out 
task to bring about, which re- 
quires jobs, which requires edu- 
cation and all the rest, and a 
quick demonstration in the street 
is not the immediate answer. 


No Solution 


"But merely because the dem- 


onstrations have subsided, it does-' 
n't seem to me — those of us 
who are in a positron of respon- 
sibility — does not mean that we 
should go to sleep and forget the 
problem, because that is no so- 
lution. So I think it may be a 
good thing that the demonstra- 
tions, particularly in their ex- 
treme form, are 
subsiding 
I 


think in some cases they were 
becoming self-defeatmc, and par- 
ticularly demonstrations 
that I 


have seen, that I have read about 
recently, which seemed, to me to 
be rather fringe action* I thought 
they were self-defeatine 
But I 


would hope that if there is a 
period of quiet, that we would 
use rt and not merely regard it 
as an end to the effort "

the Indonesians and drive them into closer 
association with Russia. 


This is one of the basic problems in 


administering foreign aid. Recipient na- 
tions frequently argue that our assistance 
does us no good in a public relations sense 
if we put any strings on our dollars. Or 
the State Department says that we must 
extend further aid so as not to make such 
and such a nation angry. 


But these arguments ignore the basic 


purpose of economic aid, which is to pre- 
serve independent nations from internal 
take-over by Communism, and of military 
aid, which is to bolster such nation's de- 
fenses against Communism. And since the 
tax dollars we can send abroad lor this 
purpose are subject to some limitations, 
Congress certainly is nght in adding re- 
strictions which serve the basic purpose. 


Aid to Indonesia under present circum- 


stances would seem to serve President 
Sukarno's purposes more than those of the 
United States. 


U. 5. Good Will in Mexico 


While the United States has been hav- 


ing some difficulties of late in its relations 
with our good neighbor to the north Can- 
ada, it is encouraging to read reports that 
there is a new glow of good feeling in Mex- 
ico toward the United States. It is a result 
of the settlement of a long-standing border 
dispute in which Mexico has been given 
630 acres of land in the city of El Paso, 
Texas, in exchange for JJW acres of Mexi- 
can land north of the Rio Grand*5 Rner.

wan disposed of with a mini- 
mum of discussion, almost as if 
there was a gentleman's agree- 
ment to attract as litttle notice 
as possible. Hopefully the spon- 
sors wrapped up their own sal- 
ary and expense proposals in a 
bundle of pay boosts for other 
officials, including department 
heads and judges, knowing that 
the pressure for the long delay- 
ed salary adjustments of the 
latter would pick up some sup- 
port for the whole package. 
There was not even a pretense 
of a public hearing o* the ques- 
tion, in a violation of the spirit 
If not tte tetter of the rules of 
operations 
in the taw-making 


process. In spite of surh care- 
ful management, however, the 
pay raise vote was' by an un- 
comfortably 
narrow 
margin. 


Very nearly as mang legislators 
voted against the idea as voted 
for it. 


IMUE? 


This incident is bound to ex- 


cite some controversy and criti- 
cism, but like the record earlier 
on the conglomerate new tax 
program, it will not lend itself 
to partisan exploitation. Tlii* 
was another bipartisan act. 


There was somewhat more en- 


thusiasm for higher pay among 
Democrats than among Republi- 
cans, as the roll calls showed, 


. but that is probably explained 


that there are more Republicans 
of mature and older years to 
whom the financial pinch "of leg- 
islative service is not as severe. 


It may be assumed that the 


governor will approve the sal- 
ary enactment, since he had 
originally recommended it in his 
message to the legislature on 
financial affairs and included it 
again in his first compromise 
tax and budget proposal. 
• Considered in perspective, the 


new salary of 1490 a month U» 
year around, plus $13 a day for 
time spent on duty in Madiion, 
plus the special geographical ex- 
pense account differential 
to 


acknowledge the travel and com- 
munication problems of the men 
from the larger and sparsely 
settled districts, is a compara- 
tively generous 
arrangement. 


When this reporter started these 
dispatches the legislative pay 
'was lino a month, without ex- 
pense reimbursement. Even al- 
lowing for the fart that legisla- 
tive work i.s more demanding to- 
day than it used to be. and that 
sessions today tend to be of 
longer duration, this rate of re- 
muneration compares favorably 
with other local political offices 
available to these average men. 
Assuming that future sessions 
last about eight months, a two 
year term assemblyman can 
earn at the rate of $1,300 a 
month. Even if there is a gener- 
ous estimate of an additional 
month of work equivalent in 
trips to Madison for constituent* 
and special committee work, he 
will be earning at a rate that 
will be substantially above his 
kx—1 mayor, his friend the coun- 
ty sheriff, and the others hi his 
local political association. 


tt is fair to mention also that 


the expense allowances are more 
liberal than is allowed other 
men and women engaged in 
state business away from home. 


It is difficult for the reporter 


who is closely associated with 
the .legislature and its members 
to render a judgment on such 
matters. The amount of money 
involved is minute, against the 
enormous total state government 
expenditure. If there is a chance 
of attracting good men with 
higher salaries, it' is probably 
worth taking, or if there is a 
chance that good men are now 
being deprived of legislative 
service opportunity, it is worth 
avoiding it. 


Yet there tugs at the sleeve 


the idea that the issue of political 
service compensation should not 
be resolved so impulsively, that 
the question ought to involve 
comparative practices in other 
states, and some comparison of 
time and performance require- 
ments with other state officials 
such as administrative agency 
beads.
